It is 
assumed that Akbar, to please his Moslem subjects, caused these 
books to be destroyed, retaining some of the pictures, which 
evidently fell into the hands of Aurangzib, as some in the Vienna 
Collections bear his library seal dated 1688. 


Of those known to be in existence, twenty-five are in the 
Indian Section of the Victoria and Albert Museum, and sixty-one 
in the Cisterreichisches Museum fiir Kunst und Industrie, and a 
few others in private hands. On many of these drawings the 
faces have been defaced by Moslem fanatics. 


The subject of the illustration on this specimen is not discoverable 
by the text on the back, which deals with some other part of the 
story. It is a group of twenty-six figures, whose faces have not been 
purposely spoiled, in front of four tents, some engaged in flaying a 
man for whom a sufficient ransom has not been paid, as the treasurer 
has loosened the balance in his grasp and is apparently dissatisfied 
with the amount of silver nuggets in the bowls before him, while two 
women, whose camels suggest their recent arrivals, watch him with 
distress. The miniature itself agrees with the usual size of other 
known specimens, but has its full margins, now considerably worn, 
but at one time decorated with animated subjects, and the text at 
the back ; full size, 3134 in. by 234 in. ; framed.

The painting is executed in tempera colours and gold, on cotton 
fabric treated with a slip and polished, backed by paper on which 
is the text in Nasta’liq; the text being considered to be by 
Khwaja ’Abduccamad of Shiraz, entitled Shirin-galam “Sweet 
Pen”, who entered the service of Humayun in 1549. It is 
assumed that Akbar, to please his Moslem subjects, caused these 
books to be destroyed, retaining some of the pictures, which 
evidently fell into the hands of Aurangzib, as some in the Vienna 
Collections bear his library seal dated 1688. 


Of those known to be in existence, twenty-five are in the 
Indian Section of the Victoria and Albert Museum, and sixty-one 
in the (Hsterreichisches Museum fiir Kunst und Industrie, and a 
few others in private hands. On many of these drawings the 
faces have been defaced by Moslem fanatics. 


The subject of the illustration on this specimen is not discoverable 
by the text on the back, which deals with some other part of the 
story. It is a group of twenty-six figures, whose faces have not been 
purposely spoiled, in front of four tents, some engaged in flaying a 
man for whom a sufficient ransom has not been paid, as the treasurer 
has loosened the balance in his grasp and is apparently dissatisfied 
with the amount of silver nuggets in the bowls before him, while two 
women, whose camels suggest their recent arrivals, watch him with 
distress. The miniature itself agrees with the usual size of other 
known specimens, but has its full margins, now considerably worn, 
but at one time decorated with animated subjects, and the text at 
the back ; full size, 312 in. by 23% in. ; framed.

Of those known to be in existence, twenty-five are in the 
Indian Section of the Victoria and Albert Museum, and sixty-one 
in the Césterreichisches Museum fiir Kunst und Industrie, and a 
few others in private hands. On many of these drawings the 
faces have been defaced by Moslem fanatics. 

The subject of the illustration on this specimen is not discoverable 
by the text on the back, which deals with some other part of the 
story. It is a group of twenty-six figures, whose faces have not been 





purposely spoiled, in front of four tents, some engaged in flaying a 


man for whom a sufficient ransom has not been paid, as the treasurer 
has loosened the balance in his grasp and is apparently dissatisfied 
with the amount of silver nuggets in the bowls before him, while two 
women, whose camels suggest their recent arrivals, watch him with 
distress. The miniature itself agrees with the usual size of other 
known specimens, but has its full margins, now considerably worn, | 
but at one time decorated with animated subjects, and the text at / | 
the back ; full size, 312 an. by 234 on. ; framed.
